In illustration of this we take much pleasure in printing the 
following very able and earnest letter from Mr. R. Clarke, an eminent publisher, and ex- 
tensive dealer in Cincinnati, and commend it to attentive consideration, We thank Mr. 
Clarke, for this kind expression of his sentiments. and we teel well assured that they will 
be fully reciprocated by the profession generally.]

Cartes R. Rope, Esq., New York.—I have read with attention your let~ 
ter of 26th inst., and agree with you entirely as to the value of the “ Cir- 
cutar” to the Trade, and the claims which it has on Publishers especially for 
support. I believe too, that you have the friendship and confidence of your 
patrons, and that their assistance will not be wanting. 

That Publishers should bave an intelligent medium of communication he- 
tween themselves and their customers, may be taken for granted ; also that 
this communication should be frequent, full, and correct. We, who are at a 
distance from the great publishing centres, Boston, New York, and Philadel- 
phia, have been much more inconvenienced by the change of your issue from 
weekly to monthly, than you may suppose. Formerly, we depended almost 
entirely on you for announcements of new works, and by watching them, 
and the weekly advertisements, we could always get our orders in ahead of 
publication day. Now it comes to us sometimes with announcements of works 
as ‘‘ forthcoming,” which are already on our counters, This is inevitable in a 
monthly publication. We depend now for such information entirely on Pub- 
lishers’ Circulars—a plan which they have taken of announcing their forth 
coming works, and advertising their recent issues to a much greater extent, 
since you adopted the monthly issue, than they did before, simply because 
they have not the advantage of coming before your readers, and their eus- 
tomers every week. This has made the expense greater to them, and it is not 
so effective, for two reasons: Ist, the post-office department are eminently 
careless of cireula:s, thinking that it does not matter much whether they 
reach their destination or not. 2d, there are very few houses that have lists 
of Booksellers that are at all correct, and even if they had, carelessness on 
the part of the addressing clerk may deprive some of their best customers of 
their cireulars, A single circular misdirected, not directed, or not received, 
may thus be of great annoyance to the house addressed, in not getting timely 
notice to forward their orders, and receive their books as soon as their neigh- 
bors. I have known, in my own experience, several instances of this kind 
lately. All this could be avoided by a weekly issue of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Circular. If Publishers would devote half tne amount they expend in 
circulars, and the postage on them, which is a large item, to sustaining a 
weekly trade journal, and extending its circulation, they would double the 
benefit received from the expenditure, 

There is considerable moonshine in the cant talk ot the “ depressed state 
of trade.” I venture to assert that the year just closing has been a very 
presperous one, both to bookmakers and booksellers, and they are just as able 
to sustain a weekly “ Publishers’ Circular” as they were three years ago. But 
they have got used to the excuse of the “ depressed state of trade,” and sa go 
on spending hundreds on their private circulars, and grudging the tens to your 
more effective medium. I believe it would pay the publishers of the three 
cities before named, to place on your subscription list the name of every 
bookseller ind library in the country, and give you all their trade circulars 
as advertisements. Though said publishers may not be able to get this 
through their heads, yet I trust the day is not far distant, when we will 
agaln receive your weekly visit. 

Whenever you find the publishing of the “ Crecutan” a sufficiently remu- 
nerative employ vent, it should be one of your duties, imposed upon you by 
the patronage of the publishers, to make out and publish annual lists of works 
issued from the press of this country. It is neediess to speak of the value of 
such lists when correct, they are appreciated by all concerned, and we book- 
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sellers feel the want of them sadly. A general catalogue going back as far as 


1850, and including books then wn print, would also be a great desideratum, 
but that had better be postponed till the present “ paper panic ~ 18 over, and 
prices become more settled. , 7 
The above Ihave scratched down in the hurry attending the holding 
trade, and though it may be somewhat confusedly expressed, yet it conveys 


to you my earnest wishes for your success. :

By concentrating as far as possible their advertising patronage 
in the Crrcvtar, they will reach the Retail Trade, Libraries, and private 
buyers in the most prompt and practical manner, and give the publisher 
that encouragement which is needed to make the CrrcvuLaR thoroughly 
the accredited organ of the publishing interest of the country. To en- 
sure this end it is necessary that publishers shall send in their announce- 
ments, advertisements, and new books at least three days ahead of the

Comptetion or tue American Cycrorap1s.—In a few days the labors of the 
editors of the New American Cyclopedia will be finished. We understand that 
their numerous corps of assistants is already dissolved. A task which has oc- 
eupied for nearly six years, permanently, a staff of twenty-five able writers, 
besides a great number of occasional writers, is at last completed, and the 
event is one well worthy of notice. : 

The present work of Messrs. Ripley & Dana is the first original general 
Cyclopadia completed in this country. Dr. Lieber’s valuable translation of 
theGerman Conversations- Lexicon, made many years ago by that industri- 
ous and erudite professor, with the assistance of a staff of writers, was long a 
standard work, bat the rapid »arch of modern events has left it behind ; and 
no attempt was ever made, we velieve, to bring up arrears in such monthly 
supplements as are printed by Messrs. Brockhaus, in Germany, a8 continu- 
ations of the last edition of the Conversations- Lexicon. . 

The publication of Dr. Lieber’s translation was rightly counted a literary 
event of magnitude and importance in this country ; its success as a commer- 
cial venture was a compliment to the intelligence of our people. The eomple- 
tion of the present excellent and faithfully edited work is an event of yet 


| greater magnitude. We have taken the pains to procure for the readers of 
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the Kvening Post some statistics, which will show what labor and what pe- 
cuniary means were desoted to the preparation of the sixteen somewhat 
stately volumes which are now ranged on the book shelves of subscribers, and 
form, toall who possess them, an intelligent epitome of human knowledge. 

The work was begun in Mareh 1857. A staff of twenty-five writers 
was engaged, most of whom had desks in a large office, provided with a for- 
midable library of books of reference in various Janguages. ‘The Astor Li- 
brary was, however, an additional and valuable place of reference. Besides 
the regular staff, as we have said. a number of gentlemen contributed articles 
on subjects upon which they were especially competent to treat; and it has 
been the rule, we believe, to intrust all papers upon the various sciences and 
arts to the most eminent professors and experts. 
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The labor of revi-ing the articles as written, and again revising the proof | 


sheets, employed not ouly the two editors, but in addition five or six other 
gentlemen, especially competent for this work, who verified dates and other 
figures, and, so far as is possible to human handiwork, made each page per- 
fect. Besides this, proofs of all the more important articles were sent to the 
authors, or to experts, for verification and correction. The cost of the revi- 
sich alone amounts to considerably over tywsenty thousand dollars. 

The number of titles or subjects treated is about twenty-seven thousand. 
The sixteen volumes contain 13,804 pages, which have fifty-two millions of 
““ems”—printers’measure, To print the edition ealled for, of the first fifteen 
volumes, required 12,694 reams of white paper; to print ten thousand copies 
of the sixteenth volume consumes 556 reams more. The work has been cir- 
culated entirely by subscription; and it is saying not a little for the intelli- 
gence and wealth of America, that so costly a work ag this obtained not less 
than seventeen thousand subse:ibers. Cf this nuniber twelve thousand, we 
are informed, live in the free States, and five thousand in the slave States. 
Among the free States New York furnished the largest number of subscribers, 
Massachugetts comes next on the list, and Pennsylvania third. Of the Slaves 
States, Louisiana contributed the greatest number. 

The publishers, Messrs. D. Appleton & Company, have invested $415,000 
in this great literary venture. The amount paid to contributors and for 
making the stereotype plates, up to December 12th, was $143,700. The 
other expenses, on 217,550 volumes printed, of the first fifteen volumes, were : 
for paper, $111,500; printing, $17,500; binding, $110,000; advertising, cir- 
eulars, ete., $20,000. Add to this the cost of paper, printing and binding 
10,000 copies of volume sixteen, 310,500, and an item denominated “ sun- 
dries,” $1,800, and we have a grand total of $415,600. 

Of the literary execution of the work, we who have occasion to refer to 
it daily can speak with satisfaction. The New American Cyclopedia is cor- 
rect, full in its information, conveniently arranged for ready reference: the 
articles are concise and yet complete; and the work, continued and fin- 
ished, as it has been, in the midst of a great civil war, is an honorable ex- 
ample of American thoroughness and enterprise. We believe it is the inten 
tion of the editors and publishers to issue a supplementary volume, in which 
any subjects which have claimed treatment since the commencement of the 
work, may have justice done to them; and the issue of an annual volume, a 
register of important events, which was begun by Messrs. Appleton last 
year, will thereafter answer the purpose of a supplement, for those who waut 
it.— Evening Post.
